PAUPEB IM3I1GKANIS. 


The steamship Bolivia of the Anchor 


Line arrived at New York from Genoa 
and Naples on Sunday, having on 
board 1,376 Italian immigrants. Six 
hundred of them wore detained at Ellis 
Island on the ground that they are 
likely to become public charges. None 
of these had over one dollar in money, 
while a large number were practically 
penniless. Dr. Senner, Commissioner 
of Immigration, says that only about 
1C per cent of those detained will bo 
allowed to land. 


On the same day the steamer Alesia 


also arrived with 1,06-1 persons from 
the same countiy. The authorities are 
alarmed at the influx of Italian paupers. 


• It is estimated that 15,000 have arrived 


already since the flrot of the year, and 
from advices received from Naples it is 
understood that 13,000 more are ready 
to sail. 


Dr. Senner is endeavoring to enforce 


the immigration laws, particularly in 
the case of Italians, in tbs hope of dis- 
couraging their fellow countrymen, but 
so far it has had little effect. Tho Com- 
missioner says he cannot imagine what 
they can do in this country to earn a 
livelihood. One thousand four hun- 
dred more are expected to arrive dur 
ing the present month, and at this rate 
before the year closes the figures will 
be simply astonishing. 


The causes to which this extraordin- 


ary output from Italy is attributed are 
several, but the principal one is the 
great dissatisfaction with the condi- 
tions prevailing in their native coun- 
try. The fear of being pressed into 
service as soldiers has much to du with 
the exodus from Italy. 
It is also 


thought that the agitation in this (oun- 
try for an educational trust to be pro- 
vided to strengthen the immigration 
laws has its terrors for this class Find 
they are anxious to land he: e before 
action iu this direction can be taken. 


Whatever the causes of this special 


immigration from sunny Italy, the fact 
remains that they are coming to (his 
country in hordes and it is indeed 
alarming. 
Nearly every branch of 


labor is already crowded and our ov.n 
people are clamoring for an uppor- 
tnnity to make an honest livicg. The

He claims that a committee or 
junta of five individuals exists, the 
members of which were appointed by 
the leaders of the church to pass upon 
all proposed legislation and to approve 
or veto pending measures in accord- 
ance with the wishes or dictation of 
the church.

All that was mortal of John E. Jones, 
ur recently deceased Governor of Ne- 
ada.was appropriately and in due form 
onsighed to the grave this day accord- 
ng to announced program. Flags were 
t half mast, people came in from the 
unrounding country, the weather was 
easonably fair, and the general aspect 
as not altogether funereal, by any 


means. 
Friends met friends, all in 


orrowful communion over the dead, 
11 speaking well of his good qualities 
s a maa among men, and none other. 
The special or excursion trains ar- 
ived from Eeno and the Comstock be- 
ore noor,, Beno flist at 10 A. M. and the 
ther half an hour later. Both trains 
rought lots of people besides the 


military, there being BIX well filled 
caches in each train. 
Everybody took a run about town 
fter arrival, many going to take a last 
ook at Governor Jones as he lay in 
tate in the main hall beneath the 


dome of the State Capitol. He looked 
ery natural, but his head was turned 
onsiderably to the left, through trana- 
ortation from California. This, how- 
wei, could not be easily remedied by 
reason.of the casket being closely 
sealed. Guards patrolled the corridor
